Bored and cold? 


Why not riot!

Everyday you sit in your class. Staring constantly at the white walls, whiteboards 

and the white history shoved down your throats. The regurgitated boredom fed to 
you by your teachers and the state leaving you feeling listless and apathetic. It's no 
wonder emo is so popular at the moment as young, mainly students vent their 
hopelessness through 'non-conformity' by conforming. 



School is boring. There isn't much debate between students on that point, but the 
reality is that it's boring because we don't get to do what we want or care dfout. If 
we get some sort of opportunity for freedom it's controlled with restrictions on 
time frames and fulfilling criteria. With no time to read or expand our mind beyond 
the narrow reaches of the school system or the state-approved history books we 
have no opportunity to learn what we really want. We are bombarded by pointless 
assignments and tests so we can 'gain' enough credits to 'succeed'. And success is 
never learning, but instead conforming to a narrow set of boxes. When placed in a 
classroom with 30 other students with virtually no way to share your opinion, what 



you already know or learnt can't be expressed in the classroom model leaving you 
hating the 'place of learning'. 

We are told that this is it. The power structure of a dominant (usually male) 
principal enforcing detentions to teach you and your peers a lesson - one they hope 
and know you will remember for the rest of your life - a lesson of being controlled. 
By your parents, your teachers, your boss, the law and government. If we drop out 
we are failures in the eyes of society, if we fight back we are kicked out and made 
an example of. 

Teachers in themselves are not always bad, but under the system they serve, they 
put in place barriers to your real learning, so they too are the oppressors. 

My peers and I often deal with teachers and school management treating me with 
condescending, and disrespectable conduct. That same behaviour such as yelling at 
a student, intimidation, and unjustified punishment, would be unacceptable if a 
student yelled back to vent his or her frustration at a teacher and would more than 
likely get kicked out, as was the case of one of my friends. 

Winter brings to mind vivid memories of standing in the freezing cold with rain 
drizzling down my back as I shudder in a circle of my friends to keep warm. That 
memory was of last Friday. As the teachers are shielded from the cold with their 
cosy warm staff room the rest of my school is forced to suffer out in the frigid 
cold with winds howling around us. The science block, the food tech block, the 
history/geo, the computing block and the maths block have all banned us from 
loitering in their halls, trying to stay warm. With nowhere to go, this is the life we 
live, for morning teas and lunchtime for over half the school year. With poorly 
heated classrooms, like my maths one with only one tiny oil heater, it makes me 
wonder the merits of getting up in the morning. Along with the inappropriate and 
discriminative uniform enforced by my school to not give girls wearable pants (they 
are heinous), this was a direct tactic by my school who very unwillingly offer the 
option. Years 9-11 only having a knee length skirt option. I'm sure I'm not the only 
one here who's starting to feel like a prisoner. 

This all leads to the question I often ask myself and friends: HOW CAN 80 
TEACHERS, 3 D.P.s AND 1 PRINCIPAL CONTROL OVER 1500 STUDENTS? 








































The answer is all around you at school. When you do something 'wrong' (like sleep as 
long as your teenaged body needs) meaning you slept in, you are punished. Made to 
feel inferior and made an example of. Another less obvious tactic widely used but 
not only by schools but by the state is to 'divide and rule' where students end up 
venting there subconscious anger for the system on each other, where to feel they 
fit in by creating subcultures and gangs. School keeps us hating each other and 
school so we don't wake up and realise if we worked together, we could create a 
school, a society, a world we want to inherit. 

So,by now you're asking? WHAT CAN I DO ABOUT IT?! Get informed: 

- read books!! Contemporary schooling is designed to educate you just enough to be 
obedient office workers. Educate yourself for liberation. 

- sabotage, smash, destroy and mess up your schools security equipment, alarms, 
computer databases and so on. 

- form affinity groups with close friends and go about subverting your school and the 
city. 

Get involved in your local community 
and school, why not form an anarchy 
club or a radical young" peoples group 
at school where you can inform 
yourself and your friends about what 
your school can actually do to you and 
your fellow students, start agitating 
for change! Also get in contact with 
activists with your city or get 
involved with Radical Youth 
(www.radicalyouth.org.nz for more 
info on the group) or if there isn't 
one in your area set one up. 

Don't just hate school. Destroy school and replace it with something you would want 
to be apart of!

Wayne Mapp’s *90 Day Bill’ Sucks 

Currently Wayne Mapp, a National MP is trying to pass a bill to give 
employers the right to fire you without cause within the first 3 
months of employment. 

This law would be a major blow for young people. New workers 
will lose all employment rights such as the ability to appeal their 
dismissal or even find out the reason behind their sacking. This 
power allows employers to fire workers at the end of summer or 
busy periods easily. It is obvious that this bill is going to be used to 
fire anyone who joins a union or speaks up for their co-workers 
rights. It is likel^that this would make it even more stressful for the 
most vulnerable such as youth and solo parents to enter the 
workforce. Their first 90 days of employment will become a period 
where every action or mistake on the job could result in instant 
dismissal. 

This is part of an ongoing campaign to strip workers of rights and is 
just an extensipn of the gross power imbalance inherent in 
capitalism. Radical Youth will be.fighting for all workers rights on 
this and the many other attacks on our rights going on today, those 
in power need to be shown we will not accept exploitation and 
poverty wages. 

So what can you do? Protests and an ongoing campaign of action 
are planned against the bill. A rally on Thursday August 23 at 12.30 
Aotea Square will take place and workers are going to walk off the 
job. An action two weeks after is also planned. Radical Yout^is also

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Iraq: the war isn’t over

Many people think that the US war on Iraq ended when American soldiers took over 
Baghdad and toppled the statue of Saddam. They don't understand that the invasion 
in March 2003 was only the beginning of what has become an incredibly bloody 
occupation. The infamous photos of US soldiers abusing detainees at Abu Ghraib 
prison are only the tip of the iceberg of disgusting crimes that have been committed 
by the US Military in Iraq. According to research in respected medical journal The 
Lancet by 2004 the US occupation of Iraq had already cost the lives of 100,000 Iraqi 
civilians. 



The city of Fallujah has suffered terribly at the hands of US forces. On the 28th of 
April 2003 American soldiers massacred at least 15 civilians who had been taking part 
in a non-violent demonstration against the presence of soldiers outside a local 
school. In late March 2004 several American soldiers were killed in Fallujah. The US 
Military then laid siege to the town and began a month long offensive. There were 
many reports of soldiers firing civilians and clearly marked ambulances. According to 
the head of the local hospital, Rafie al-lssawi, at least 731 people were killed, many 
of whom were women and children. In November 2004 US forces returned to 
Fallujah to finish the job. They used white phosphorus, a napalm like weapon that 
burns the skin. Doctors working in the city reported seeing melted corpses. 





























A refugee from Fallujah told a journaljst, “There are still a few Iraqis who think 
the Americans came to liberate them... These people will change their minds 
abo ut the liberators when they, too, have had a family member killed by 
them. Another told him "“In the mornings I found Fallujah empty, as if nobody 
lives in it. Even poisonous gases have been used in Fallujah-they used everything-

In the first year of the American 
occupation of Iraq, the nation came 
under the authority of the Coalition 
Provisional Authority and its 
American head Paul Bremer. During 
this time Bremer ordered 100 
changes Iraq had to make to its’ 
economy. Instead of helping Iraqi 
people rebuild fromfciecades of war 
these changes all strengthen 
American corporations at the 
expense of ordinary Iraqis. For 
example, Order 39 allows for 100% 
foreign ownership of Iraqi banks, 
mines and factories and also decrees 
that corporations may take 100% of 
their profit out of Iraq, instead of 

investing it in the local economy, which is in dire need of development. 

Order 81 prohibits Iraqi farmers from saving seed from year to year. Instead they 
must fork out large amounts of money to buy new seed from American 
agribusiness corporations, such as Cargill. According to the United Nations Food 

and Agricultural Organisation (FAO) in 2002 97% of Iraqi wheat farmers saved their 
seeds. 


No Iraqis were involved in making these decisions. 
They were forced on the war-wrecked nation in 
such an un-democratic way it would have made 
Saddam Hussein proud. An insider carrying out US 
government’s economic policies in Iraq fold the 
American journalist Greg Palast: “They have 
[Deputy Defence Secretary Paul] Wolfowitz 
coming out saying it’s going to be a democratic 
country ... but we’re going to do something that 99 
percent of the people of Iraq wouldn’t vote for.”

We don’t get to hear about Iraq’s brave 
unionists who were repressed under Saddam and 
now face violence from both the US and insurgent 
groups. One of the few Saddam era laws retained 
by the American occupation forces in Iraq is the 
law that restricts union organising in public sector 
industries. Since 2003 Iraqi unionists have been 
busy actively opposing American moves to sell 
Iraqi industries to American corporations. As 
Hassan Juma’a Awad, a leading member of Iraq’s 
General Union of Oil Workers says: 

“It was our duty as Iraqi workers to protect the 
oil installations since they are the property of the 
Iraqi people and we are sure that the US and the 
international companies have come here to put 
their hands on the country’s oil reserves”.
